Allowable Subject Matter 
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3. Claims 1-5, 7-12 & 14-23 are allowed [ renumbered as 1-21 ]. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

There is no prior art that shows the claimed graphical display for motor vehicles 
comprising a first graphical display portion having a first annular structure that appears to 
resolve about a fixed axis and displays the current speed indication on the first annular structure, 
a second graphical display portion having a second annular structure that appears to resolve 
about a fixed axis and displays the second speed indication on the second annular structure, 
wherein a diameter of the first annular structure is larger than a diameter of the second annular 
structure, lower speed values appear on the first graphical display portion as the first annular 
structure appear on the first graphical display portion as the first annular structure appears to 
resolve in a first direction, and higher speed values appear on the first graphical display portion 
as the first annular structure appears to resolve in a second direction, lower speed values appear 
on the second graphical display portion as the second annular structure appears to resolve in the 
first direction, and higher speed values appear on the second graphical display portion as the 
second annular structure appears to resolve in the second direction and the first annular structure 
and the second annular structure appear to resolve at the same rotational speed.
